Our Finishing the Work campaign is nineteen weeks into the three year monthly giving 
(through May 10, 2009). Our pledges totaled $1,357,103 composed of $574,028 in up-front 
gifts and $783,075 over three years (weekly, monthly, annual and special pledges). 

To date we have received $656,834 consisting of $580,493 up-front gifts and $76,341 
toward the 3 year total. Percentage-wise, we have received 48% of the total pledged, 
101 % of pledged up-front gifts, and 9.7% of the 3 Year total pledge. Using the three-year 
time (target = 1 9/1 56) we are 1 2% into the campaign. Using the pledged up-front and 
time target percentage of the three year total we are 49% into the campaign dollar-wise.

Fighting Hunger, Ministering Beyond our Borders 

At the end of March, about 60 ISM students willingly chose to go without food for 30 straight 
hours to raise awareness and funds to fight the global war on hunger. It was amazing to watch 
God open all of our eyes to the intense needs of those around the world, and to our incredible 
wealth. Many of us were changed in big ways that weekend... and the neat thing is that 
weeks later the impact hasn't worn off. As followers of Christ, and as members of one 
of the world's wealthiest societies, I believe that we have a responsibility to personally 
invest in the world's poorest... and it's driving our summer calendar even as we look to 
2010! 

After months of praying and wading through numerous options available, we are ready 
to step out and begin the process of sending a team of students to Mozambique, Africa 
next summer. It is my hope and dream that we would be able to send a team of stu- 
dents every 3-4 years to this same location, and to build a partnership between us and 
the Church there in Mozambique. I dream of our ministry being able to financially sup- 
port and sponsor individual children throughout the year, then personally visit those 
children face to face when we send teams over. Can you imagine the impact? Of all the 
places in the world to send a team of students, Mozambique is definitely "out there". It'll 
be a significant financial investment and a project spanning 1 7 months. But, with every- 
thing inside me, I whole-heartedly believe it'll bring about an impact well worth the in- 
vestment! 

In order to most effectively lead the trip in 201 0, a few of the ISM youth leaders and I will 
be taking a vision trip to Mozambique this August so that we can see with our own eyes 
the needs, and all that God is already doing. Would you pray for us right now that God 
would prepare our hearts personally, that the needed financial support will be raised, 
and that God will do a work in us on this trip that will drive this entire ministry for years 
to come? It's an impact worth investing in!
